Classmates of Oolitic High School 


Certain things come to mind when I think back about my father. I'm convinced he was a 
good teacher--always trying to get the best possible from his students; and at the same 
time, 

developing mutual respect and a friendship which lasted a lifetime. 


I remember our evening ritual at home. After supper was over and the dishes washed, 
Daddy would set out his books and take his place at the head of the dining room table. 
Each of the children dutifully carried his books to the table and took his place so that 

he could read the next day's assignment. I remembering asking him why he had to study 
after teaching so many years. His answer was swift and to the point. "I would no more 
go to class unprepared tomorrow than I would expect any of my students to be 
unprepared. 

He was dedicated to his profession; he was hard-working; he was strict; and he was fair. 
Also, he had a good time; and he was funny. 


Do you remember when anyone went to sleep in assembly hall, his favorite trick was to 
slip up behind them and slam his history book on the desk behind them? When the 
surprised victim jumped out of the seat, Dad would just stand there and laugh. I bet 
I've seen him do this fifty times, but to him the last time was just as funny as the first. 


I am amazed that with nothing much to teach except a book, chalk, and a board, 
our teachers at Oolitic prepared most of us to work, go to college, and to handle life's 
situations in a competent manner. My dad cared about us as people and wanted us to 
develop good moral and ethical values--love of Country and love of God. His pursuit 
of education was a difficult road, and he always wanted to make our lives easier. 


He was brought up in a little town that didn't have a high school; so as a young man, he 
moved to Terre Haute to live with a sister so he could graduate. He graduated from 
Wiley High School in 1912 and continued at what was then Indiana State Teachers 
College, returning to Martin County to teach. His teaching was soon interrupted by 
World War I, and he served in the Army overseas. He was finally able to complete a 
college degree in 1932 after his tour of duty, marriage, and the birth of three children. 


He taught in Odon, Indiana and was principal of the Junior High School. He left there 

in 1936 to become the high school principal at Springville. He was the principal and a 
teacher there (teaching history and government) until 1941 when he left to take a job 

at Oolitic. His first duties were teaching geography and history in the junior high school. 
(I was in the 7th grade.) After two years, he was reassigned to the high school, teaching 
freshman English, US History, and World History. (Now, I'm in 9th grade) He soon 
relinquished the English to Mrs. Stalcup. How well I remember as a sophmore, Mrs. 
Stalcup telling our class that she didn't think we learned much English the year before 
and 

she just wondered who our teacher was! With great indignation, I stood up, and informed 
her emphatically that the last year's teacher just happened to be my DAD. End of con- 
versation--and they became great friends over the years. All together, Dad was my 
instructor for at least one class from 7th grade through my senior year. 


Mr. Allen, or "Pop" as he was known to the students (outside class) loved teaching 
history and government and continued these classes until his retirement in 1950. He con- 
tinued to substitute for some time; however, he was very particular choosing his school 
assignment. He would usually go to Oolitic or Shawswick because he felt they had the 
most cooperative students. 


I think it should also be said that Oolitic School and its students was almost like Mr. 
Allen's extended family. I am still hearing stories of how he helped students when they 
needed assistance--a new pair of gym shoes; individual help to pass an exam; or a ride 

to the ballgame. He loved sports, especially basketball, and attended all the home games. 
He took a personal interest in the students and the student athletes. He was known on 
occasion to give an oral exam to a student who had difficulty reading, or to someone who 
knew the material but just could not perform on tests. (This may have been a first, 
although 

a widely accepted method of teaching today.) 


Mr. Allen, my dad, died on November 14, 1985 at the age of 94. He was still alert and 
could remember names better than I. He never forgot his former students and frequently 
talked about them and their good times together. I'm sure he touched many lives--none 
more than mine--and his life was enriched through his students and his many years in 
the classroom.

OLDEST VETERAN!..Joseph 
Kav Allen. believed to be the oldest 
war veteran in the Lawrence County 
area. was laid to rest in Beech Grove 
Cemetery in Bedford this past Nov.

Mr. Allen, or “Pop” as he was 


known by his former students, was 
born in Indian Springs, Martin 
County, on March 12, 1891. Since 
there was no high school at Indian 
Springs. Allen moved to Terre Haute 
and lived with a married sister so he 
could continue his education. 

He graduated from Wiley High 
School and then attended Indiana 
State Teachers’ College. At his re- 
quest. the 60-year-old honor pin 
presented to him by the college was 
proudiv displayed on his lapel as he 
lav at rest. 

Allen returned to Martin County 
and began a teaching career, con- 
centrating on history. When World 


War ۱ erupted in Europe, he enlisted ` 


in the U.S. Army. The date was Sept. 
20, 1917, and he was 26 years old. 
According to his military record, 


Allen left the U.S. as a member of the 
American Expeditionary Forces 
Oct. 5. 1918. for active duty in Fr- 
ance. He returned to this country at 
the end of the war and was dis- 
charged May 26, 1919, at Camp 
Sherman. Ohio, with travel money 
and a bonus of $60, according to his 
daughter. 

Education and teaching remained 
an important part of Alien's entire 
life. His war experiences contri- 
buted real meaning to his teaching of 
the period when the US. was in- 
voived in World War I. 

Pursuing his belief in the value of 
education, Allen returned to college 
and received a bachelor's degree at 
Central Normal College in 1932. He 
continued teaching at Odon, 
Springville and Oolitic. 

Allen retired in 1955, but con- 
tinued as a substitute teacher for a 
number of years afterward. He 5 
a member of the Indiana Retired 
Teachers Association. 

In World War I, Pvt. Allen was a 
member of the Boone County Bar- 
racks No. 525, Veterans of ۵ 
War I, USA, Inc. He spoke frequent!y 
and fondly of the "old" captain and 
his "buddies." His buddies of the 
525th numbered only three when he 
attended his last reunion. 

Mr. Allen *was a proud, patriotic 
family man," his daughter pointed 
out. "He reared four children and 
instilled in them the virtues of res- 
ponsibility. love of country, and a 
high regard for academic 
excellence.” 

Of his six grandchildren, three 


arsons’ pullpit 


have completed advanced degrees 
in engineering, psychology and 
medicine. The other three grand- 
children are still attending school in 
Lawrence County. 

There was no military service at 
the funeral at Mr. Allen's request. 
"He was laid to rest on a brisk No- 
vember day without fanfare, sur- 
rounded by family and friends," Mrs. 
Box explained. 

She added: "His legacy will live on 
through his family and the hundreds 
of students whose lives he touched.

UNION ` STATION The re- 
vamping of Union Station at India- 
napolis which is now under way is 
becoming well-known nationwide, 
with a story by Scripps-Howard 
News Service appearing recently in 
the San Francisco Examiner.

"Naptown" or "Indiana-no-place," 
but that the city is now becoming a 
Midwestern magnet — and that 


emerging from what was once the - 


rubble of a dull, gray downtown is 
Union Station. | 
The railroad terminal, built in 


1888, was for half a century a vibrant 
part of the lifestyle of Indianapolis. 
Soon it will be vibrant once again 
after years of deterioration. 

When the renovated terminal is 
completed and opens its doors next 
April, it will contain over 100 shops, 
half of which will be food or enter- 
tainment complexes. Over 60 per- 
cent of the space available for shops 
has already been leased. 

On the second floor of the building. 
where trains used to run on elevated 
tracks, there will be a major night- 
club and restaurant, an area of 
smaller vendors offering ethnic 
foods with central seating for 1,000, 
and a 275-room hotel. The hotel has 
been franchised to Holiday Inn. 

Plans call for the hotel "suites" to 
be refurbished railroad cars, parked 
on the track that still runs through 
the second floor. The old cars have 
been converted into full suites, not 
exactly your average Holiday Inn 
room but not out of line with com- 
parable facilities. 

Union Station will also remain 
functional. Only a few hundred feet 
from where the Holiday Inn guests 
sleep in stationary railroad cars, 
real Amtrak trains will still arrive' 
and depart, shuttling passengers to 
and from Chicago. 

The entire project is being com- 
pleted at a cost of $50 million — $29 
million backed by [Indianapolis 
banks, and most of the rest from 
public funds such as federal urban 
development and historic preser- 
vation grants. 

More power to you, Indy!
